one visited could not be induced to see that 
the separate interests. of the country he 
represents would be best served by support- 
ing Turkey. M,. Nelidoff is reported to have 
given an answer to such inquiry worthy of 
the great empire he represents. M. Cambon 
and Sir Philip Currie have each had similar 
visits and have of course met them with 
entire loyalty to the agreement among the 
powers. 

“The depression of the palace Camarillais 
is excellent evidence that the Turkish ruling 
party believes, for once, that the powers 
are united and intend to do something. To 
do something means, in this case, to en- 
force good government, and, if Turkish 
alarm is justified, it means that the powers 
have, before formulating their scheme of 
reforms, agreed among themselves as to the 
means to be employed for coercion if coer- 
cion be necessary."’ 


Plan Not Completely Settied. . 
The Daily News correspondent apparently 
believes. that the scheme of reforms to be 
forced down the Sultan’e throat is not even 
completely settled, and that the plan of 
operations to be followed in case coercion 
will have to b® applied is not quite agreed 
upon, but the facts are as stated here re- 
cently. Nobody doubts that use of force by 
European powers would be immediately fol- 
lowed by anti-Christian outbursts in various 
parts of the Ottoman Empire, but the gen- 
eral opinion among those who know the 
Turkish character is that matters will soon 
settle down. Furthermore, it has been too 
hastily assumed that the ‘Christians are 
incapable of taking care of themselves. It 
may be confidently expected that even the 
Armenians, who are not naturally’a warlike 
race, Would fight when they hear the hour 
of deliverance strike, but the Armenians, of 
course, are not the only Christians in the 
Sultan’s dominion. The Greeks have been 
reckoned ‘with, and that they are a formid- 
able factor may be judged from the fact 
that there are 400,000, 20,000 of them in 
Constantinople alone. & 
A well-informed correspondent opportune- 
ly reminds us that these Greeks have long 
been prepared for the possible eventuality 
of their turn following that of the Arme- 
nians. They are all well armed, and it is 
their boast that evéry male among them 
over ten years of age is an adept in the use 
of edged weapons. The correspondent adds: 
.“ At the time of the late Armenian massa- 
cre the Hellenic element was fully prepared 
for an attack, and pérson® who are well 
able to form opinion declared that had they 
been molested they would. have made a 
clean sweep of the cowardly, bloodthirsty 
Turkish rabble. At Smyrna the Greek eie- 
ment'is so numerous and powerful that in 
ease of a popular Moselm uprising against 
the Christians they would seize and hold 
the city quick.

Ceeil Rhodes Coming. 

Cecil Rhodes’ triumphal progress from 

Cape Town is ridiculed by his enemies as a 


bit of political melodrama, designed to af- . 


fect the public judgment in England on the 
eve of his arrgval here, to.submit to cross- 
examination respecting his responsibility for 
Jameson's raid. 

This is hardly just. Mr. Rhodes’ enemies 
create sympathy for him ‘by the virulence 
of their assaults. The démonstrations tn 
Cape Colony have been spontaneous and sin- 
cere, and there is no reason to believe that 
these have been artificially prepared, in or- 
der to influence English opinion. Mr. Rhodes 
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financial newspapers do not care a rap 
whether the company is honest or a swindle, 
provided so many pounds a column are paid 
for a report of the meetings, which as often 
as not are composed merely of seven share- 
holders, which, the law says, must be pres- 
ent to constitute a legal meeting, and these 
seven ‘may be the actual promoters of the 
conctrn. The other day one of the leading 
financial newspapers contained about fifty 
columns of reports of company meetings. 

In Honor of Victoria’s Long Reign. 

One of the many projects put forward for 
celebrating Queen Victoria’s record reign 
this year has been the extension of nursing 
homes for poor.people. This suggestion has 
made considerable financial headway under 
the amiable guidance of the Duke of West- 
minster, but the great success promised is 
now threatened by a vigorous denunciation 
from Arnold White, the philanthropist and 
pliflosopher, who declares that the scheme 
is one that will directly conduce to the mul- 
tiplication of the unfit. He mukes it clear 
that he is mot averse to nursing; indeed, he 
seems to support the scheme, but he at the 
same time demands that there shall be an 
investigation into the. national manufacture 
of invalide and the conditions under which 
incurables are multiplied and tainted lives 
enabled to reproduce their kind. 

He says: “ What is aimed at is not the 
murder or neglect of sufferers who have 
entered the, world, but to obtain partial 
control over the supply of syffering. The 
marked improvement in the physique of the 
French and German people since their adop- 
tion of compulsory military service is so re- 
markable that even English hospital author- 
ities might well ponder over the deteriora- 
tion of fibre among certain classes in their 
own country.

Foreign Generals note the contrast between 
the physical renaissance. of. continental 
nations and the fools’ paradise in which En- 
gland basks.

_ heedless conversion of the

The Queen’s friendship for Amer- 
ica has been evinced with equal plainness 
during the last year, and her interest in the 
success of the arbitration experiment cannot 
be doubted. :

Prusstan Produce Exchanges Close. 

The Prussian Government has brought on 
a curious commercial conflict by the en- 
forcement of a law énacted in response to 
clamors of the agricultural party for the 
prohibition of dealings in futures in grain 
and other produce. 

The new regulations were gazetted only 
twenty-four hours before the act came into 
force, but the interval was long enough to 
enable the Corn Exchange and other com- 
mercial bodies to take organized action in 
self-defense. The exchanges were closed on 
the ground that the new rules affected the 
personal honor of every member. A new 
pill Ras been dictated by the agrarian party, 
who, after suffering from low prices, have 
fancied that they would be better off if bro- 
kers were prohibited from dealing in futures, 
since imports would be diminished and the 
value of some products enhanced.

FORM OF SLAVERY IN NICARAGUA. 
System of Selling Labor Preduces a 
Terrible State of Affairs. 

Managua, Nicaragua, Dec. 17.—A terrible 
state of affairs prevaiis in the labor narket 
here and the system of selling labor has re- 
sulted in reducing a large number of men, 
women, and children to a state of slavery. 

Owners of coffee estates recently held a 
meeting, with the object of influencing the 
Government of Nicaragua to establish in 
Cuba a labor agency to induce Cuban labor- 
ers to migrate to Nicaragua. Men and 
women here are now endeavoring by every 
possible means excepting an armed revelu- 
tion to eseape from the servitude incident 
to the sale of their labor, authorized by the 
Constitution of Nicaragua, and enforced as 
vigorously as possible by military power 
until the money for goods advanced to $1 
interest thereon and heavy fines for delin- 
quency have been paid in full by ‘labor at 
low rates. 

This year’s crop°*of coffee in Nicaragua is 
estimated at about 80 per cent of a full crop. 
The deficiency has been caused by insuffi- 
cient rains during the year. The twigs on 
which the coffee crop of 1897 is to be borne 
are from drought so small and short as not 
to be able to yield a full crop in many estates 
in Nicaragua next year.

LONDON PAPERS DISCUSS 1806. 
St. James’ Gazette Touches Upon the 
Venezuelan Incidegt. 

London, Jan. 2.—Most of the newspapers, 
in reviewing the events of 1806, criticise the 
happy-go-lucky optimism of Great Britain's 
foreign policy, as evinced by the little effect 
it produced during the numerous menacing 
storms which have marked the year. They 
cite that the Venezuela trouble was quickly 
followed by the Transvaal dispute, and then 
came the insult of Emperor William, in his 
dispatch to Presidént Kruger, and the isola- 
tion of Great Britain in the Eastern question. 

The newspapers, therefore, insist that the 
foreign policy of Great Britain is behind the 
times, and requires to take existing facts 
considerably more into account or it may ex- 
pect indefinite repetitions of loss of prestige, 
brought about by taking up aastand which, 
later, it will be compelled to abandon owing 
to miscalculation of Great Britain’s means 
of asserting its resistance to the opposition 
of other powers. 

The St. James’ Gazette makes spccial ref- 
erence to Venezgttela and says: “If it is 
right now toarbitrate on the terms arranged 
by the United States, it was right to do soa 
year and a half ago, when Lord Salisbury 
emphatically refused Secretary Oiney’s de- 
mand.'’ 

Continuing, the St. James’ Gazette asks 
why the Marquis of Salisbury created “ An 
impasse from which we could not escape 
without war or surrender. We took sur- 
rende:.”’ 

In conclusion, the St. James’ Gazette re- 
marks: “ With no aggressive or ambitious 
designs upon our part, we have been within 
measurable distance in a singie year of 
war with Russia, Germany, America, and 
the Transvaal. With a few additional war- 
ships and cruisers, some thousancs more of 
trained seamen and stokers, and an army 
capable of sending three corps with artillery 
and transport, say to Canada or Vonstanti- 
nople, we could face such a combination as 
that with better confidence.” 

The Times in its New Year’s editorial, re- 


viewing. the foreign relations of Gircat Brit- 


ain, says: “It is petultarly appropriate 
that the year which will be distinguished by 
the celebration of the diamond jubilee of the 
Queen should also be marked by the con- 
clusion of a treaty of arbitration with tha* 
of other great nations of our race.

IS ENTHUSIASTIC OVER AMERICA. 


“Jan’' Maclaren” Praises the Many 
Good Things He Saw Here. 

Londén, Jan. 2.—"* Ian Maclaren,” the Rev. 
John Watson, D. D., who has just returned 
from his visit to the United States, is loud 
in his praise of Yale University, which re- 
minded him of an English university. He 
says the Yale professors are most scholarly 
and cultured, and adds that the students 
are very bright, making a splendid audience. 

Dr. Watson was also much impressed with 
the important position taken by the Scotch 
in civic life in America, and says that Amer- 
ican women are a great deal less part of 
public life than they are in England In 
addition, the Scotch divine was favorably 
impressed with American home life, ‘ be- 
cause in a]jl its essential features it re- 


sembles English life.’’ Dr. Watson is further * 


quoted as stating that the richest class in 
America aim at a close imitation of English 
country house life. 

In an interview the popular preacher- 
author described his luncheon at the White 
House, where, he said, President Cleveland 
impressed him as a “ very able and honest 
man,’’ The impression left in his mind re- 
garding Secretary Olney was that he has a 
‘‘stfong, powerful intellect.” 

Both President Cleveland and Secretary 
Olney, it appears from the interview with 
Dr. Watson, expressed satisfaction at the 
fact that the difficulty between the United 
tates and Great Britain was settled.

He went on to ex- 
plain to the court that he had been busy 
ferreting out witnesses and looking up the 
law in connection with securing bail for his 
elient. He had had no time to prepare his 
client’s case, and that it would be an injus- 
tice to the Alderman to ask him to stand 
trial at once. Mr. Forrest further said he 
had a peremptory engagement in the @United 
States court next week, and that he must 
have a continuance. 

Judge Sears tried to get the counsel for 
the defense to agree upon a ate for the 
trial, but the effort was useless. 

Mr. Donahoe insisted on an immediate 
trial, while Mr. Forrest was equally as obdu- 
rate in insisting on a continuance. Finally 
Mr. Forrest was granted two hours to file 


/an affidavit setting forth the reasons why 


he could not go on with the case. 

At 12:15 Mr. Forrest reappeared and had 
two lengthy affidavits—one by himself and 
the other by Ald. O'Malley. The Alderman 
set forth that he did not know of the charge 
against him until a week ago, and that it 
would be a strong injustice to ask him to 
appear for trial immediately. Mr. Forrest's 
affidavit contained at length ‘his objections 
as set forth before the court in his address. 
Mr. Forrest also set forth that, while he was 
preparing the document, he had found two 
persons—Michael Norton and N. Nash—who 
were willing to swear that Judge Sears was 
prejudiced, and he therefore would ask for 
a change of venue. After a consultation 
the court announced that while he, had no 
knowledge of the case and did not know the 

fendant, O’ Malley; he would not oppose the 

otion for a change of venue, and would 
send Santry along with it. 


Deneen Names Tuley and Neely. 


Mr. Deneen immediately announced that 
he would call the cases of Santry; 0’ Malley, 
and Bingham in Judge Tuley’s court at 2 
o'clock, and that in event of Judge Tuley 
being engaged he would call upon Judge 
Neely to take up the casa 

At 2 o'clock O’ Malley and Santry were led 
into ‘Judge Tuley’s court, and the battle 
which had been transferred from Judge 
Sears’ tribunal was continued. Judge Tu- 
ley announced that he was prepared to take 
up the case, though he was short of a jury. 
This, however, would not stop him if the 
attorneys made the demand. Mr. Deneen 
announced that he was ready, and Mr. Do- 
nahoe said the case of his client wasin good 
shape, and, as he had been confined in jail 
for two full terms of court, he must insist 
on an immediate trial. 

Mr. Forrest again set up his protest, and 
a long wrangle ensued, with the State fight- 
ing every move to bring about a separation 
of the cheak. 

Tuley Takes a Hand. 

uley, finding that the attorneys 
could not’arrive at any amicable’ settle- 
ment, took a hand at it himself.

Not Bound by Sears.

VEGETABLE FIBERS BEFORE WAYS 
AND MEANS COMMITTEE. 


Manufneturers, Growers, and Import- 


ers State Their Cases—Wide Di- 
‘vergence in Demands and Consid- 
erable Antagonism—American Fac- 
tories Closed, While Those of Cal- 
cutta and Dundee Are Working to 
Their Utmost Capacity. 


Washington, D. C., Jan, 2.—The Ways and 
Means committee devoted the day to listen- 
ing to those interested in the schedule cover- 
ing fiax, hemp, jute, manilla, and other 
vegetable fibers. The manufacturers, grow- 
ers, and importers displayed considerable an- 
tagonism, Those who appeared were: Will- 
jam Rutherford of Oakland, Cal.; Crawford 
Lyon of Baltimore, Md.; John Wilson of 
Newark, N. J.; Leslie Combs of Lexington, 
Ky.; Congressman Van Horn of Missouri, 
J. N. Bemis of Boston, E. R. Biddle of New 
York, Congressman-elect Charles EB. Pearce 
of St. Louis, and John W. Bell of Andover, 
Mass. 

William Rutherford of Oakland, Cal., rep- 
resenting a company which has been manu- 
facturing yarn and cloth for thirty years, 
was the first speaker. His requests were: 
That yarns made of jute be advanced 


. from 30 to 36 per cent ad valorem. Second, 


that burlaps and bags for grain made of bur- 
laps be ¢ransferred to the dutiable list, the 
section to read: *“* Burlaps of any width of 
flax, Jute, or hemp, or of which flax, jute, or 
hemp, or ahy of them, shall be the material 
of chief value (except such as may be suit- 
able for bagging for cotton), 1% cents per 
pound. Bags for grain made of burlaps two 
cents per pound.” Third, that gunny bags 
and guhny cloths, old or refuse, fit only for 
remanufacture, be changed from the free 
list to one~half cent per pound 
Farmers Voted for Protection. 

Mr. Rutherford declared that the Wilson 
law had wrought commercial disaster and 
social discontent to the Pacific coast, but the 
farmers and manufacturers had in the last 
election voted for protection, knowing it 
would restore prosperity to them. He de- 
scribed the general use of bage on the Pa- 
cific coast for shipping ell kinds of farm 
products, even. grain. The Wilson law as 
it passed the House gave 15 per cent pro- 
tection on the jute schedule, but the Senate 
had struck out the duty and left bags on 
the free list. 

Under that law the home market, which 
had taken 45 per-cent of its goods from 
home mills, was given over to the manufact- 
urers of Calcutta and Dundee, particularly 
the former, who were running their mills 
night and day. The industry on the Pacific 
coast had been stricken down ard now there 
were 800 idle loomsin Oakland, while in New 
York, New Jersey, and Massachusetts mills 
also had been closed. Under the operation 
of the present law horse blanketings, plaids, 
carriage robes, tarpaulin, and print cloths 
were entered free of duty, and came into 
competition with American products, rtic- 
ularly cottons. They were entered byvirtue 
of the designation “ other materials "’ in the 
jute and hemp schedule of the Wilson bill, 
although the American manufacturers had 
protested against such a construction of the 
law. Many of the goods entered free were 
dyed so that the American dyers were also 
robbed by the system. The cost of making 
burlaps in the United States was 6 46-100 
cents a pound, while the Calcutta make 
could be placed in the American market at 
San Francisco or New York at a cost of 
4 638-100 cents a pound. 


Japan Invades the Market. 


Mr. Rutherford also pointed out that 
Japanese competition was entering the mar- 
ket. One big jute mill had transferred its 
machinery to Japan to get the benefit of 
Japanese cheap labor. One Japanese capital- 
ist had endeavored to effect a deal by which 
Mr. Rutherford’s mill would be transferred 
to Japan, guaranteeing that the labor could 
be secured at 12 cents per day of thirteen 
hours and coal at 90 centsaton, It had been 
found that foreigners could not own mills 
in Japan, however, and the deal had been 
abandoned. Rates for water, insurance, and 
taxes were much higher in the United States, 
as well as labor, than in other countries,.so 
that the American manufacturers were ata 
disadvantage. Two hundred educated young 
men had left California in the last two years 
for the Central American States to grow 
coffee, and many others had gone to Alaska 
because no employment was to be found at 
home. 

In reply to a question from Chairman 
Dingley Mr. Rutherford said that the’ Mc- 
Kinley bili rate of 154 cents a pound on bur- 
laps was as little as the industry could Ds 
per under. 

In answer to a question by Mr. Evans of 
Kentucky, whether jute was colored in 
manufacturing to counterfeit hemp, the wit- 
ness said it was not done in California, but 
he predicted that flax and hemp in the course 
of twenty-five years would be grown profita- 
bly on the coast. With-a sufficient duty on 
the manufactured article, he would be glad 
to see $8 or $10 a ton on the raw jute. 
Government Loses $2,500,000 Annually 

Chairman Dingley incidentally stated that 
the government had received $2,000,000 duty 
on burlaps and $500,000 on bags per year 
under the McKinley bill, all of which had 
been thrown away by the Wilson law. 

* How about the price?’’ asked Mr. Steele 
of Indiana, but there was no reply. 

The next witness, Crawford Lyon of Balti- 
more, characterized Mr. Rutherford as an 
“alarmist”? and declared that his state- 
ments regarding free entries of goods were 
absolutely untrue. Mr. Lyon is an import- 
er, and he came armed with a load of sam- 
ples, declaring that only three varieties of 
the many he exhibited were entered free. 
His plea was for lower duties on oilicloths 
and linoleums, as the Wilson law, he de- 
clared, restricts importations and lavishly 
protects manufacturers. 

The examination of Mr. Lyon by the com- 
mittee was a lively one and developed fre- 
quent differences between the witness and 
the committee, both on matters of fact and 
opinion. The witness declared that Amer- 
ican. manufacturers could make these goods 
cheaper than they could be made abroad. 
by reason of more efficient machinery, and 
that any requests for an advance of tariff 
should Be looked on with suspicion. It 
would give the four close corporations con- 
trolling the American market, he asserted, 
an opportunity they never had neglected to 
squeeze the. public, 

The committee doubted a statement by 
Mr. Lyon that the consumption of linoleum 
had been greater in 1896 than in 1893, one 
member saying that if so it was the only 
article of which this was true. 

Chairman Dingley stated that under the 
Wilson law importations of linoleum had 
increased 50 per cent and revenues decreased 
33 per cent. 


Speaks for Growers of Hemp. 

Leslie Combs of Lexington, Ky., who said 
he was the largest grower of hémp in the 
country before the act of 1804, said the placing 
of flax, jute, and hemp on 'the free list had 
destroyed entirely his ability to produce 
‘hemp, and since that time he had not pro- 
duced a pound. He came before the commit- 
tee, therefore, he said, with no selfish inter- 
est, as even if a fair protective duty was put 
on hemp he would not again engage in its 
wht ger ges But he appeared, he said, in be- 

alf of the farmers of Kentucky, who were 
dependent on its production. 

He declared that there was a larger per- 
centage of labor cost in the production of 
hemp than in any other agricultvral product. 
The labor employed in this industry in Ken- 
tucky was the most intelligent and indus- 
trious’ colored labor in the country; and, dur- 
bat oe the sit production of hemp, the 


These laborers, however, did not expect 
from $1.25 to $2, as other protected employés 
did.. They were content with less. Placing 
‘hemp on the free list had reduced wages 
from $1, the wages paid by the farm-owners, 
to 75 and 80 cents. To place a fair pro- 
tective duty on hemp, he said, would be only 
a Charge of 24 centsan acre on wheat bound 
with hemp twine. The hemp+growers, he 
said, had not unti! the enactment of the law 
of 1894 appreciated that the free importation 
of jute, sizal, and manilla would be fatal to 
their. interests, , |

Mr. Combs presented the ogg coe of twen- 
ty-four colored churches in Kentucky fa- 
voring @ restoration of the hemp duty. 

J. N. Bemis of Boston, a burlap manu- 
facturer, argued that there was no jute in- 
dustry in thfs country worthy of protection. 
But 5 per cent of the jute used was grown 
here after twenty-five years of protection. 
Representing the burlap bag industry, he 
asked a duty of 35 per cent on imported bags 
and free raw material. If a duty was levied 
on jute and jute cloths, he said, India could 
retaliate by imposing an export duty on jute, 
and ruin the burlap bag industry in this 
country. In addition. to the rates 
on burlap bags he asked that there be no 
drawback on bags and no free return of 


bags. 
BE. R. Biddle of New York, an importer 
of jute fabrics, submitted a brief. He com- 


mented on samples of cloth admitted free | 
as buriaps in San Francisco exhibited by 


Mr. Rutherford, which he declared would 
not be admitted in New York, and which 
were not, in his opinion, Durlaps at all. e 
advised that the Treasury Department be 
notified of this clear evasion at San Fran- 
cisco. J 
Case of the Manufacturers. 

Charles EB. Pearce of St. Louis, represent- 
ing the manufacturers of cotton bagging 
and cordage, asked for a restoration of 
the duty on those products in the act of 1890, 
with a reduction of about 25 per cent. He 
said’ he had, been one of those who had been 
forced to suspend the manufacture of hemp 
when jute was placed on the free list by 
the act of 1890... He also made interesting 
statements in regard to the threatening dis- 
aster from Japanese and other Oriental com- 
petition. He spoke of the following articles 
which were already being manufactured in 
Japan for export: Matches, brushes, 
watches, clocks, cotton and silk goods, steel 
vessels, engines, mattings, collars, shirts, 
straw hats, carpets, surgical instruments. 
chemicals, shoes, trunks, bicycles, lace, and 
bamboo articles. He displayed a dozen 
boxes of parlor matches, with eighty-four 
matches to the box, for which he paid the 
equivalent of one and one-sixteenth cents 
in Japan, and a silver watch made on the 
identical plan of one of American manu- 
facture which had been va}jued by experts 
here at from $27 to $28 for which he paid 
at retail $10.90 in Japan. He said he could 
import those watches, pay the duty of 25 
per cent, and lay them down in St. Louis 
for $9 each. Mr. Pearce said the impor- 
tation of jute and other vegetable fibers 
free had displaced 2,000,000 bales of cot- 
ton. If he were a cotton planter he would 
be there asking for a duty on all vegetable 
fibers. On cotton bagging he asked one anid 
two-sixteenths cents and on cordage one 
cent, a reduction of 25 per cent from the rates 
of the act of 1890. 

The committee then adjourned until Mon- 
day, when the hearings will be devoted to 
the tobacco schedule. 


California Wool Association Acts. 

San Francisco, Cal.,.Jan. 2.—The California 
Wool Association is ‘taking considerable in- 
terest in legislation by the next Congress. 
It believes that a thorough protective duty 
for wool and woolens, with specific and not 
ad valorem duty for wool,- and combined 
specific ,and ad valorem duty for goods, 
neither to be less than the McKinley tariff, 
wil insure prosperity for the industry. The 
assgciation has sent a lengthy communica- 
tion to the Senators and members of Con- 
gress, also to the members of the Ways and 
Means committee, setting forth its views 
and recommendations. 


NATIONAL BANK KOTES OUTSTANDING 


» Monthly Statement of the Controller 


of the Currency. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 2.—The monthly 
statement issued by the Controller of the 
Currency shows the amount of national bank 
notes outstanding at the end of the year to 
have been $235,576,881, an-increase for the 
month of $264,278, and for the twelve months 
of $21,948,500. 

The circulation outstanding, based on 
United States bonds, was $215,850,307, a de- 
crease for the month of $759,377, and an in- 
crease for the twelve months of $25,234,147. 

The amount of circulation secured by law- 
ful money was $19,726,074, an increase for the 
month of’ $1,023,655, and a decrease for the 
year of $3,285,587. 

The amount of United States registered 
bonds on deposit to secure circulating notes 
was $240,236,150, and to secure public de- 
posits $15,928,000. 

The monthly coinage statement issued by 
the Bureau of the Mint shows the total 
coinage at the mints of the United States 
during December, 1896, to have been $7,017,- 
419, of which $4,368,165 was gold, $2,551,966 
silver, and $102,286 minor coins. Of the sil- 
ver coined $1,700,000 was in etandard dollars. 


RECEIPTS EXCEED EXPENDITURES. 


First Time in Six Months and Second 
Time This Year. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 2.—The monthly 
comparative statement of the government 
receipts and expenditures shows the total 
receipts during December to have been 
$25,857,114, and the expenditures $23,812,664 
which leaves a surplus for the month of 
$2,044,450. For the six months of the fiscal 
year, however, a deficit {s shewn of $87,- 

902,397. 

This is the first time within six months, 
and the second time within the year, that 
the monthly receipts have exceeded the ex- 


* penditures. 


The surplus this month is largely ac- 
counted for by partial receipts from the re- 
cent sale of first mortgage bonds of the 
Pacific railroads, belonging to the Central 
Pacific sinking fund, which appears in this 
statement, as a repayment to civil and mis- 
cellaneous expenditures. There was also a 
further reduction. of $2,700,000 in interest 
payments during the month. Independent of 
this bond transaction the surplus this month 
would have been $500,000. 

The receipts from customs during Decem- 
ber amounted to $10,779,412, a gain for the 
month of about $800,000. The internal rev- 
enue receipts aggregated $13,198,998, a nom- 
inal gain over November. As compared 
with December, 1895, there is a loss of about 
$1,300,000 in the customs, and a gain of about 
$448,000 from internal revenue. 


STATEMENT OF THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


It Shows a Decrease for the Last Month 
of $2,830,577. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 2.—The monthly 
Treasury statement of the public debt, issued 
today, shows the debt on Dec. 31, less cash 
in the Treasury, to have been $992,929,582, a 
decrease for the month of $2,839,577. This 
decrease ts accounted for by an increase of 
$2,963,281 in the amount of cash in the 
Treasury. The increase in the cash was the 
result of the recent sale of first mortgage 
Pacific railroad bonds, belonging to the 
Central Pacific sinking fund. The debt is

The Judiciary committee of the Sanitary 
‘Trustees, consisting of Messrs. Maliette, 
‘Jones, and Braden, met yesterday to con- 
‘Sider what amendments to the drathage act 
it would ask the Slature for at {ts com- 
ing session. The two main objerts to be 
accomplished were the continuance of the 
present 1% per cent levy for drainage pur- 
poses, which the act reduces to % per cent 
after 1897, and to secure the use of the IIli- 
nois and Michigan Canal as an auxiliary 
channel to the tailrace between Lockport 
and Joliet. 

Trustee Jones introduced the forms of two 
bills which he thought the Legislature 
should bé asked to pass. One of these was 
for the amendment of Sec. 12 of the law, ex- 
tending the time for the 1% per cent levy 
two years, ending with 1899, and the other 
for the amendment of Sec. 17, giving the 
trustees the power ef using the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal, though only a few words in 
the section are changed. 


For Extending the Present Levy. 

These two sections as amended will read 
as follows: 

“‘ Sec. 12. The Board of Trustees may levy 
and collect taxes for corporate purposes 
upon property within the territorial limits 
of such sanitary district, the aggregate 
amount of which for eacl®of the years 1895, 
1896, 1897, 1898, and 1899 shall not exceed 
™ per dentum of the value of the taxable 
property within the corporate limits as the 
same shall be assessed and equalized for the 
State and county taxes of the year in which 
the levy is made, and the aggregate amount 
of which in any one year after the year 1890 
shall not exceed one-half of 1 per centum of 
such value. 

*“ Said board shell -cause the amount re- 
quired to be raised by taxation in each year 
to be certified to the County Clerk on or be- 
fore the second Tuesday in August, as pro- 
oe for in Sec. 122 of the general revenue 

aw. 

*‘ All taxes so levied arid certified shall be 
collected and in force in the same manner 
and by the same officers as State and county 
taxes, and shall be paid over by the officer 
collecting the same to the Treasurer of the 
Sanitary District in the manner and at the 
time provided by the general revenue law.’ 


To Use Illinois and Michigan Canal. 

Sec. 17. When it shall be necessary in mak- 
ing any improvements which any district 
is authorized by this act to make, to enter 
upon any public property, er property held 
for public use, such district shall have the 
power so to do, and may acquire the neces- 
sary right of way over such property held 
for public use in the same manner as ‘is 
above provided for acquiring private prop- 
erty, and may enter upon, use, widen, deep- 
en, and improve any navigable or other 
waters, waterways, canal, or lake; provided, 
the public use thereof shall not be unneces- 
sarily interrupted or interfered with and 
that the same shall be restored to its former 
usefulness as soon as practicable; provided, 
however, that no such district shall occupy 
any portion of the Illinois and. Michigan 
Canal for the site of any such improvements 
or for the channel of said district except 
in such a way as not to impair the useful- 
ness cf said canal or to the injury of the 
right of the State therein; and provided 
further, that no district shal! be required to 
make any compengation for said use and 
occupancy of said canal.” 


Amendments Are, Approved. 

These bills were unanimously approved, 
though Mr.Jones and Mr. Braden much pre- 
ferred to ask for an extension of three 
years. But, as Mr. Mallette would not agree 
to it, the time was fixed at two years for the 
sake of harmony. It is estimated that the 
levy for 1898 and 1899, at the present rate, 
‘will net the Trustees_$6,960,000, which will 
be sufficient to insure the construction of 
the tail-race from Lockport to Joliet and 
make the necessary changes in the South 
Branch of the river. If the rate is changed, 
as demanded by the law as it now stands, 
the revenues will be two-thirds less. The 
manner in which the Trustees wlll utilize the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal has not been 
fully determined. 

The committeeinstructed tlie attorney and 
general counsel of the board to go over the 
drainage act carefully between now and next 
Wednesday to see what other amendments 
may be desirable, and report to the meeting 
of the committee to be held at 1 p. m. on that 
day 

The extension of the extra 1 per cent taxa- 
tion for two years will yield $4,640,000. The 
deficit figured up by Chairman Wenter of 
the Finance committee is $3,850,000. There 
will be a surplus of $800,000, which the Bra- 
den crowd say will be used in flushing con- 
duits for the North and South Branches 
should the proposed bill become a law.

At Negaunee Rates Ar~ First Reduced 
Mere than One-Half, and Now In- 
struments Are Furnished Free. 


St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 2.—[{Special.]J—The 
Bell Telephone company has enjoyed a mo- 
nopoly of the telephone business of the Mar- 
quette Iron Range in Michigan for fifteen 
years. A local company wes organized 
eighteen months ago by capitalists of 
Négaunee and Ishpeming, and a strictly ldcal 
business begun. After a fight it was able 
to secure a right of way into Marqvette. 
The company started out with $25, 000, ut is 
investing fully $75,000. 

The Bell company never had to exceed 300 
patrons in the county, where the local con- 
cern now has over 600, with new phones 
going in every day. The Bell charged $60 
a year for its instruments. The new com- 
pany frunishes them for $30 a year to busi- 
ness houses and half that for residences. 
The Bell tompanhy has been losing business 
s0 rapidly that a desperate remedy is now 
being used. 

Telephones are béing placed absolutely 
free in every residence in Negaunee and 

,ishpeming, where permission can be secured 
to put them. When-200 phones have thus 
been placed the business houses will be 
canvassed and instruments given for their 
use at $ls a year. The patronage of several 
hundred householders will, of course, render 
it an object for business-men to take instru- 
ments from the Bell people. The long dis- 
tance service, which now extends as far 
north as Menominee, will also be brought 125 
miles to Negaunee, which will help the Bell 
people in the fight they are now making.

sion, may adjourn. 

‘*] myself was under the impression that 
the advocacy of a two-cent per mile open 
rate might be discontinued if interchange- 
able mileage tfckets were piaced on sale, and 
have s0 held and stated, but my National 
Board of Directors at their last meeting 
held that our policy is to advocate the two- 
cent per mile rate good for all, because no 
confidence can be placed in the assurances 
of the railroad managers as to the stability 
of an interchangeable ticket, and that acting 
in good faith our effort will be to secure an 
open two-cent per mile rate good for all 
through State legislation. So the railroad 
men can relieve themselves of all doubts as 
to the sincerity of our purpose.

Then a big rain-storm 
comes and the blocks are washed out of posi- 
tion. The damage done to the pavements by 
this storm will reach $10,000." 

Nearly all the large catch-basins along

ed stopped up. Many basements were flooded 
along West Madison street. In one base- 
ment occupied by a laundry the force of 
girl employés was compelled to seek places 
of safety on the floors above, after the water 
had reached a depth of two feet.

“Mr. Sebastian’s ticket simply contem- 
plates selling a local duplicate coupon ticket 
at local rates, the conductor taking one 
coupon and the purchaser retaining the 
other. When the traveler has accumulated 
coupons representing, say, 2,000, 3,000, or 
5,000 niles’ travel, as the lines interested 
may determine, the soupons are returned 
to the railroad clearing-house and the pur- 
chaser receives a rebate equal to the dif- 
ference between two cents a mile and the 
regular local fare originally paid. 

“This scheme has a two-fold purpose—one, 
to use the traveler as a check upon dishon- 
esty, the’ other a forced loan from the pur- 


r chasers of these tickets, making this con- 


templated ticket even more objectionable 
in this respect than the present rebate sys- 
tem. The rebate system is no protection to 
the railroad against manipulation. Those 
most deeply interested itn mileage tickets 
want an interchangeable mileage book, no 
matter of what denomination, and they 
want it at two cents a mile flat, and any- 
thing short of this will not be satisfactory. 
Western lines may as well face the ineviia- 
ble. Mileage books can be confined to the 
original purchaser if railroads so desire. 

“ There are no objections to the photo- 
graph feature of the interchangeable. book, 
nor is there any objection to consistent re- 
strictions to prevent manipulation. The 
difficulty is that railroad officials assume to 
act and decide for the commercial travelers 
and their employers without consulting 
them. These railroad officials must expect 
legisiative agitation until they discontinue 
the rebate system in any form and issue in- 
terchangeable mileage books at two cents a 
mile flat.”’

ARGUMENT FOR CAPITOL LOCATION. 


Effort te Prevent the Building of Min- 
nesota’s New Capitol at St. Paul. 
St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 2.—[Special.}—Judge 
Williston of Re@ Wing today heard argu- 
ments on the demurrer interposed to the 
complaint in the case of Swan J. Fileckten 
and othefs against the Board of State Cap- 
itol Cornmissioners. This is the case brought 
by John F. Kelly to restrain the commission 
from proceeding to build the new Capitol 
in St. Paul, the ultimate design being to 
transfer the seat of government to Kandi- 

yohi County. 

Attorney-General Childs sets forth in*his 
demurrer that the complaint shows no cause 
of action, and that the plaintiffs have not 
the legal capacity to sue. The complaint 
sets up that St. Paul has not been legally 
selected a@ the permanent place of govern- 
ment; that Congress having granted ten 
sections of land to the Territory of Minne- 
sota for the purpose of erecting public build- 
ings at thé permanent seat of government, 
and the grant having been accepted, there 
can be no other fund or tax for the Capitol 
Building until such land and purpose are 
exhausted. 

The Constitution prohibits all other than 
ordinary and extraordinary expenses; for 
the former the Legislature cannot levy a 
tax extending beyond the biennial period; 
for the latter the State cannot contract pub- 
lic debts of more than $250,00u for more than 
one purpose. Mr. Childs says that the 
State should have brought the action if it 
were brought at all; that the present Con- 
stitution fixes the permanent seat of govern- 
ment at St. Paul; that the Supreme Court 
has held substantially that the State Capitol 
is not an internal improvement. The whole 
trend of legislation, he says, is at variance 
with the position of thé plaintiffs.

Sheriff James Pease has just made his 
semi-annual report of the work done in his 
office during the six months ending Nov. 30, 
1896. It includes elaborate statistics of the 
receipts of the office on all accounts, also of 
its earnings. It tells\how many jurors were 
summoned for that period, and how many, 
for each of the courts. A full account fs 
given of the work of naturalization during 
the Presidential campaign, and of how many 
were naturalized in each of the courts of the 
county. Other interesting statistics refer to 
the work of the grand jury, including the 
number of indictments found in each month 
of the period. The report concludes with the 
statistics of the insane proceedings and the 
gross earnings and expenses of the office.

DEPARTMENT OF POLICE. | 


Ts Police Department is now in excel- 


lent condition, and with the proper laws 


enacted by the State and city is. cap- 


‘able of doing even more efficient work dur- 


ing the year 1897 than it did during 1896, 
All things considered, the showing of the 
force for the twelve months just ended is 
remarkable. Although the papers have 
made much of the “ holdups.”’ that seemed 
for awhile to be epidemic, the records show 
that with two or three exceptions the amount 
of money taken was small, and the loss of 
life remarkably so. The new State’s-Attor- 
ney is doing excellent work in the cases on 
the North Side, and with his assistance I 
feel sure that the department will have the 
lawbreakers in that portion of the city utider 
better. control than ever before. 

What we need especially are laws that 
will enable us to deal with the gamblers and 
panel-houses. At’ present we are. badly 
hampered by a defective vagrantact. If che 
police could arrest the loiterers around the 
gambling places and make them pay their 
fines or go to jail this class of lawbreakers 
would be greatly reduced, or made t6 move 
on to some other city, at least. As itis, we 
have the gamblers under pretty good con- 
trol, but with the proper aid from the law- 
makers I believe they can be wiped out al- 
together. 

What the Police Department needs most— 
and I hope the new year will give this aid 
to us—is more men. We have 2,400 to guard 
149 square miles, whereas New York, with 
forty square miles, has 4,000. The disparity 
is most apparent. Despite this fact, I be- 
lieve the showing of the Chicago depart- 
ment is as geod as that of New York or any 
other large city. But with more men the 
city will be better protected, and chances 
for crime greatly reduced. 

The civil service is doing most excellent 
work for the Police Department, and I be-

sleve the fact is being appreciated more and 
more every day. The men have come to 
know that they will be promoted strictly 
on their merits, and that “ political pull ”’ 
is a thing of the past. When new men are

| THE CIVIC FEDERATION. 


HE general work of the Civic Federation 
the last two years has fairly demon- 
strated to the public two things at least. 
First, that, throug& an outrageously unjust 
and totally inadequate system of taxation, 
Chicago does not receive sufficient revenue to 
properly conduct its business; and, second, 
that what is received is not all honestly and 
economically expended. While it is true, for 
instance, that Chicago, with three times the 
number of’ miles to cover and only one-fifth 
the money to spend, cannot expect to have 
as clean streets and alleys as New York, it 
is also true that inadequacy of funds is no 
excuse for paying contractors and inspect 
ors for services they do not perform. 

‘The first difficulty, insufficiency of reve- 
nue, can be remedied by the coming Legis- 
lature, and the Civic Federation and allied 
clubs are now drafting a bill covering the 
reforms needed along that line, and hope to 
get it passed. Difficulty number two, how- 
ever, is a more serious proposition to handle, 
because, until the millenium is ushered in, 
it would be a physical as well as psychical] 
impossibility to select 15,000 employés, how- 
ever carefully and conscientiously it was 
done, without getting a percentage of dis- 
honesty either inherent or acquired... No 
board of Civil Service Commissioners can 
determine by any known process the * power 
of resistance ”’ of an applicant, and yet, with 
all the. possible and necessary mis- 
takes, a comparison of 1,000 civil. service ap-~ 
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prove of great benefit, 
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améndments to the city charter, anda pawn- 
shop act. Other measures will be indorsed 
by the federation that are being pushed by 
other organizations. | 

The spring campaign, involving the elec- 
tion of a Mayor and thirty-four Aldermen, 
town and city officers, will engross the at- 
tention of the political committee from now 
until after election, adapting its work prace 
tically to meet the conditions as they now 
exist in each ward and coiperating with all 
ether organizations working for goud gov- 
ernment.

Generally speaking, the 
committees find that the man whvu. wants to 
run for Alderman is the very man they do 
not want. ;

tee will devote itself to the task of trying to 
arouse the professional ‘‘good citizen’”’ to the 
importance of his being @‘*‘ good citizen ”’ in 
fact. as well as in name. It is believed that 
instead of standing outside and making faces 
at the “ machine,” the “ ward boss,” etc., 
the “ good citizens "’ can, if they will organ- 
ize, go inside and be the “ machine.” When 
it is considered that, in a majority of wards 
in Chicago, not over ten per cent of the vot- 
ers of either party belong to their respective 
ward clubs, and that less than 1 per cent of 
that fraction controls things, a comparative- 
ly easy way forthe ‘‘ good citizen "’ to change 
“bosses ”’ is made apparent. | 
It is conceded by well-posted local politi- 
clans that, in twenty-eight wards of the 
thirty-four, the better element of ‘either 
dominant party could control the party ma- 
chinery if it would. It is not enough to go 
to the primary. It is then, frequently, too 
late. The ward club is the starting point. 
If 100,000 men, who honestly want good gov- 
ernment, could be induced to join their re- 
spective ward political clubs and take an 
active interest in them, many of the serious 
municipal problems would solve themselves 
naturally and in order. And, then, in addi- 
tion to having his say on Alderman and May- 
or, the “‘ good citizen’s ’’ voice would be just 
as potential in the county convention, where 
Commissioners and County officers, nearly 
as important as the Mayor and Aldermen, 
are selected; the legislative convention, 
where the legislators, more important to 
Chicago than either Aldermen or Commis- 
sioners, are nominated; then the Congress- 
men, Governor, etc., up to the President. 
Every citizen ought to be taught that his 
highest political duty is to be a politician in 
the broadest sense, and the Political commit- 
tee of the Civic Federation the coming year 
will employ every means to teach that doc- 
trine. R.M. Eas_Ley. 


Tuley is peculfarly qualified to judge accu- 
rately where evils exist in the judicia) sys- 
tem, and his opinions therefore have un- 
‘usual weight with all persons who are 
obliged to go to court. 

It is a recognized fact that. as the courts 
are at present administered they are over- 
crowded with business. In casting about 
for & cause for this evil and a possibie rem- 
edy Judge Tuley has come: to the determina- 
tion that offenses of any importance and 
minor character should be given different 
treatments. He proposes the establishment 
of a Court of Criminal Correetion. In this 
court all offenses.of a lower grade than pen- 
itentiary shall be tried immediately without 
delay upon information filed by the State’s- 
Attorney before a jury of six, or if neces- 
Sary of twelve. He expects by this change 
that the numerous petty casgs which now 
clog important business would be provided 
with a speedy and adequate trial, so that 
more time would be left for the considera- 
tion of weightier cases, and they could be 
disposed of with more dispatch. 

With this change it is not expected that it 
will be necessary to appoint more Judges. 
The fact that so ny cuses would be dis- 
posed of in a fractional part of the time now 
employed would give the present Judges 
that much more relief and would amount 
practically to the appointment of more 
Judges under the present system. 

With the organization of such a court one 
or more of the Judges could be assigned to 
it to clean up the comparatively minor busi- 
ness, thus leaving adequate time for the full 
consideration by the remaining Judges of all 
cases of importance. 

Another change of importance which 
Judge Tuley advocates, anf in which he is 
joined by the State Bar Association, the 
Chicago Bar Association, nearly all his asso- 
clate Judges and a host of other persons who 
are familiar with the facts, is to permit the 
Judge to give oral instructions to the jury. 


rOne immediate result of this change would 


be to give the Judge an opportunity to in- 
tercede with attorneys when they take ad- 
vantage of the ignorance of the jurymen on 
law matters. It would also enable him to 
present clearly to the juries the salient 
points in the case, which may have been 
obscured purposely by the attorneys. 

Judge Tuley regards this change aa highly 
essential to the interests of justice. An- 
other reform which he adivecates, but which 
does not suggest clearly a definite remedy, 
is to improve the efficiency of the jurors. 
He has made it a pointin his own court to 
scrutinize carefully the grand jury list which 
has been sent to him, and at various times 
has found it so deficient in either inteNigence 
or. integrity that he has preedied out those 
men who were patently inefficient. To make 
such a reform effective it will be necessary 
for other Judges to cotiperate with Judge 


. Tuley in the same kind of work. It will be 


necessary also for the Counly Commission- 
ers to exercise more care in the selection of 
their jurors. If this‘is not done Judge Tuley 
and others who think with him would not be 
sufrprised if an effort were made in the Leg- 
islature to wipe out the entire jury system 
as it is at presént administered. These 
Judges who seek reforms in the jury system 
realize that their own efforts can bring only 
partial success, and that the entire machin- 
ery of the jury system must be actuated by 
the same laudable motive. 

Reforms in this department of municipal 
life are more vital to the community, be@ause 
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First—A charity building centrally located 
in which all of the approved societies may 


have headquarters free of rent. Boston has 
such a building on Chardon street, and New 
York has such a building, the gift of John 
Stewart Kehnedy to the charitable work of 
that city, at the corner of Fourth avenue 
and Twenty-second street. Such a build- 
ing greatly helps the poor. They know 
where to apply; the societies whose ‘help 
they need are at hand; weary tramping and 
duplication and misunderstanding are avoid- 
ed; and the societies can work with less 
force employed. 


. 
In Boston the offices of public charity are 


in the same building with the several pri- 
vate societies. 

At present in Chicago the building of the 
Relief and Aid Society and that of the Hu- 
mane Society are at opposite ends of the 
business district. Would ‘it not be a great

FOR FINANCIAL REFORMS. | 


6¢] 7 ts much easier to state what we de- 
Sire in the way of reform in our 
currency system ‘than to set forth 
what we may reasonably expect ¢o see ac- 
complished. The national banking system 


was the outgrowth of the financial necessi- . 


ties of the government while éngaged in the 
prosecution of the war for the preservation 
of the Union. While it was in an importart 
sense a political measure, its chief features 
were shaped by men conspicuously skilled 
in questions relating to banking. «The ex- 
perience of the Old World was freely drawn 
upom by its framers, subject, however, to 
such modifications as were suggested by the 
necessities gf a new and rapidly developing 
country of vast natural resources. The ro- 
straints and safeguards thrown about asso- 
ciations organized under its provisions were 
then, and are now, wise and salutary. As 
banks of discount and deposit they meet, in 
the main, all reasonable requirements, and 
little in that respect is heeded in the way of 
new. legislation except some minor amend- 
ments, tending to facilitate a more thor- 
ough enforcement of existing provisions, 

** Occasional failures occur, it is true, but 
these can never be prevented so long as fal- 
lible men are intrusted with their manage- 
ment. Men cannot be made wise or honest 
by force of law. Banks are successful when 
their managers are capable and trustworthy. 
They are not successful when these quali- 
ties are lacking, no matter what laws may 
be in force or what supervision is exercised. 
Legal restraints and frequent inspections 
are, nevertheless, of great importance, for 
penalties tend to deter the ‘vicious, and ex- 
aminations expose the unfaithful. Through 
these agencies the progress toward insol- 
vency is in most cases discovered and’ ar- 
rested in time to prevent serious loss to 
creditors. 

‘So far, therefore,.as relates to banks of 
discount and deposit, the present system is 
in the main satisfactory. It is far otherwise, 
however, when we consider these associa- 
tions as banks of issue. It ts admitted that 
national bank notes omen sme! qualities 
necessary to an ideal circulation. They are 
uniform in character, vecabry an redemption 
and pass without discount in ‘every State and

vault, Piqued by curiosity and also in hopes 
of making some precious discovery, he dug 
carefully around the object, and found a 
species of niche. At last, after infiriite 
trouble, hie happened accidentally upon the 
opening. Entering hurriedly, he perceived 
to his great astonishment a magnificent 
statue, having two white ants on either side. 
** She was in a condition of good preserva- 
tion. In one of her hands she held an apple, 
a fact which led him to suppose that she 
was the goddess of the island—as the word 
‘melos’ in Greek signifies apple—but she 
could just as easily have been taken for a 
Venus. She is of marvelous beauty, the 
draperies being especially admirable.”’ 
‘The author of ‘these lines, a nephew of the 
Admiral of the same name, was himself a 
brilliant naval officer. A graduate of the 


, naval school and then of Augouléme, he 


gained great honors for his bravery at Na- 
varin and Salamine. After the revolution of 


‘1830 he sent in his resignation from active 


service. 


Important Points Settled.

Miss Beveridge's home is-now in New 
York, but a large share of hep life has been 
spent in the West, partly in Chicago and 
partly in California. She passed several 
years in Europe, where she hag been carry- 
ing on her studies, and it was only a short 
time ago that she returned to America. Her 
residence abroad was for no other purpose 
than to pursue her work, in which she is 
wholly wrapped up, under the best masters. 
For two years she studied under Rodin in 
Paris and afterwards spent some time in 
Dresden and other cities. 

To what purpose she has employed her 
time is shown by the general interest excited 
in this bust of Maceo by a comparatively 
unknown artist, for Miss Beveridge’s work, 
while appreciated by those who came in con- 
tact with it, has not been generally recog- 
nized. Since her return from Europe Miss 
Beveridge has been working quietly in her 
New York studio, untroubled by fame, until 
the bust of the Cuban General, a work which 
she thought far from her best, brought the 
young artist's name to many lips. 

AS & result of the genera! interest excited 
by her latest work Miss Beveridge has been 
interviewed and * paragraphed ” a nuinber 
of times in the New York newspapers. A 
representative of the New York Journal who 
callea upon her found her a pretty young 
woman-in a studio where the sunlight lit up 
row upon row of statues and pieces of work 
in a half-dozen stages of advancement. The 
first remark of the interviewer was the cause 
of a mild protest. ;

In this statement he was mistaken. The 
seemingly impenetrable mystery which @. 
shrouded this goddess but whetted the im- 
patience of the arthzologists to unravel it. 
In 1874, just twenty years after M. Marcelles 
had spoken these words, a manuscript report 
was discovered by M. Jean Aicard, over the 
signature of one-Dumont d’Urville, written 
at Milo April 16, 1820. : 

D’Urville claimed to have been one of the 
first to see the treasure. He was at that 
time only an ensign on board La Chevrette, a 
French naval vessel. In this report, ad 
dressed to his commandant, he relates the 


details of the discovery, which, according to 
him, was made at the end of the month of 


March, and he adds: 

“She (the statue) 
woman, her left hand is uplifted and holds 
an apple, thé right grasps a mantle, which 


is draped in graceful folds around the hips 


and falls to the feet, but unfortunately both 


the arms have been mutilated and are ac- 


tually detached from the body.’’ 
Several footnotes by Lieut. Matterer, an- 


other officer of the Chevrette, were added 


to ‘this manuscript. 

“When M. d@’Urville and myself,” he 
writes, ‘first saw the statue the left arm 
was still attached to the body. The right 
was broken off at the wrist, but the left was 
still almost perfect. The hand was uplifted 
and held an apple. If M. d’Urville cailed 
this antique statue Venus Victrix it was be- 
cause she was holding the apple if her left 
hand. Had both arms been broken I do not 
think this idea would have occurred to him.”’ 


Truth Was Misrepresented. 


According to M. Matterer, Dumont d’Ur- 
ville has misrepresented the truth a little in 
his official report. One naturally asks what 
could have‘been his object? This object was 
explained later in a memoir written by M. 
Matterer in 1858, sixteen years after the 
death of his illustrious friend. Dumont 
d’Urville had been obliged to make an offi- 
cial statement which could be uséd as a 
safeguard against certain possibilities. 

As every one knows, the Milo statue was 
purchased by M. de Marcelles for the Mar- 
quis de Riviére, then Frénch Ambassador at 
Constantinople, and was shipped on board 
the gunboat Estafette. This acquisition 
and embarkation met with many more 
difficulties than were given out to the public 
at that time. For instance, there was con- 
siderable haggling over the price with the 
peasant whose spade had discovered the

WORK HAS BEGUN TO RECLAIM THE 
CRUMBLING STRUCTURE. 


. 
Due to the Efforts of M. Magne and the 
Influence of the French Govern- 
ment—How the Magnificent Art 
Relic Has Been Despoiled—Many 
Interesting Discoveries Attend the 
Work Strengthening—Use of 
Metal in Decorations. 


of 


FTER resisting the shocks of earth- 
quakes and explosions and partial de- 
struction at the hands of vandals, 
ancient and modern, the Parthenon 
of Athens, one of the most magnificent 
structures ever erected by mortal hands, has 
for a long time been threatened with com- 
plete disintegration. With nearly every 
vestige of color gone from its walls, stripped 
of the masterpieces of the sculptor’s art 


: 


ments in danger of falling. He returned te 
Greece and a short time afterwards his plan 
was adopted. As a result a gang of French 
workmen has recently, been sent to Athens, 
a scaffolding erected, and now the work of 
reconsolidation is in progress. 

The National Printing House of France 
has issued, upon orders from the Ministry 
of Fine Arts, a résumé of the observations 
made by M. Magne in the course of his 
studies, which is full of interesting informa- 
tion concerning the masterpiece of Ictinus. 
M. Maene has thrown new light upon many 
disputed questions regarding the movement 
and rectified several errors concerning its 
construction, mode of lighting the interior, 
and its ornamentation. 

Features in the Construction. 


It is not generally known that the effects 
of straight lines and planes in the Building 
have been softened by giving them.a slight 
curve or convexity. This relieves the con- 
tours of the monument of all harshness of 
line and adds much to its beauty. The col- 
umns also incline regularly towards the 
interior of the temple and the superstruct- 
ure follows the same direction.: The blocks 
of stone or the marble of which the con- 
struction is made are laid without.mortar/ 
fitted and jointed, and held together by 
cramps of iron and vertical tenons, which 
hold the upper courses in place. 

The floor shows the fallacy of the theory 
that. light was given by an opening in the 
roof. The inner portion of the floor is lower 
than the sides, and there is no evidence of

Dr. Depew’s hearers seemed to think that 
there was a.good deal of common sense in 
this.

When the 
chance comes it may not be at a very in- 
viting landing place, but if it gives him an 
opportunity, and he has the courage and 
pluck and sobriety to take advantage of it, 
and does so, he is on the way to make all his 
Christmases Merry Christmases.

the ruin which makes its preservation a 
matter of deep interest to the world. 

The French architect and professor of the 
Ecole des Beaux Arts of Paris, M. Magne, 
in the course of a voyage of study in Greece 
two years ago made observations of the 
alarming condition of the monument and 
submitted a report upon it to his own govern- 
ment, which in turn transmitted\it to the 
zreek Government. Asa resylt of this was 
formed a commission of Greeks and for- 
eigners residing in Athens to whom the 
question was submitted. 

The commission could not agree upon any 
plan of remedying the state of the edifice. 
Some proposed restoration, others a récon- 
solidation of what remains of it, and ont, a 
German, even proposed bolting the parts 
of it together and filling the intersticesavith 
cement. 

The danger became continually more im- 
minent, for an earthquake had dislocated 
the entablement and thrown several frag- 
ments of the architrave to the’ground. 

The Hellenic Government thereupon took 
counsel of two architects and archeologists, 
Drum, a German, and Penrose, an English- 
man. In the meantime, M. Magne prepared 
in Paris a project for the consolidation of 
the monument which consisted of bracing 


3 
subterranean drainage, so that if any open- 
ing existed rains would convert the interior 
of the building into a basin of water. 

[It is also known that color Played an im- 
portant part in the decoration of the tem- 
ple, not in the modern’fashion of covering 
the sides of the building, but to heighten 
the effect of sculptural ornamentation. 
There are traces still remaining of various 
colors used in this way as well as a coat of 
brown, evidently used as an underpainting, 
is much in evidence. 

The statuary, the moldings of the friezes, 
cornices, and the grooves of the triglyphs 
have traces of brilliant color, though there 
is no trace on the columns and architraves. 


Metal in the Building. 


The use of metal in the decoration is also 
evident. Numerous cylindrical holes in the 
frieze of the Panathenians reveal the exist- 
ence of metallic orhaments applied to the 
sculptures, such as reins and bits on horses, 
bracelets and crown the figures. Again 
on the facade, above the metopes, rectangu- 
lar holes, doubtless served for the attach- 
ment of bronze shields. 

French journals are loud in the praise of 
the labors of M. Magne, and what they con- 
sider a pacific victory won by him ‘on a 
ground where German infiuence has been 
strong for at least twenty years. He cer- 
tainly deserves the esteem of all archzolo- 
gists, architects, artists, and lovers of the 
beautiful.

ALMOST CRAZED. BY DROPPING WATER 


imprisoned in a Hollow Tree, a New 
York Hanter Undergoes Tartures _ 

‘ from Falling Rain Drops, . 

Many: people there are who if oné should 
tell them that they could not stand the pain 
of a pint of water dropping drop by drop, 
on the hand from a héight of three feet 
would scoff.at ‘the idea. 
have been made of this matter, however, 
and each time the subject was forced to 
withdraw a badly swollen and painful hand 
before the pint of water had been half ex- 
hausted. 

A. traveling man of New York, Allen Mc- 
Iran by namie, tells a strange story of the 
power of falling water drops where he was 
the subject and where he almost lost his 
life. He says: : ie 
“A short time ago I was hunting near the 


City of Anaconda, Wash., and while far [ 


from any shelter a bad rain-storm came up. 
For some time the trees were the only she!l- 
ter I could find, but after a long tramp I 
came to a large hollow tree trunk. I lighted 
a match and inspected the interior, and 
came to the conclusion that such quartera 
were preferable to standing out and catch- 
ing the full sweep of the storm. I pushed 
my gun in before me and wriggied in after 
it. When I finally got inside I found that 
the piace was pretty small—in fact, I could 
scarcely moWe, and it was impossible to 
turn either way. In front of my face was 
a long, narrow slit in the tree that had evi- 

tly once been the socket of a branch of 
the tree, but the branch had been torn away 
by the wind and left the opening. This, I 
thought, would allow me a breathing place. 
The rain continued to fall without any inter- 
ruption,. and my position became cramped 
and uncomfortable after a time. An hour 
or more had passed, and as no wagon or 
anything else in the shape of a conveyance 
appeared in the road that passed near by I 
concluded to get out and try again to find 
some house where shelter could be obtained. 
As soon as I tried to slip down and out I 
realized the trouble I} had got into. While I 
had been able to get inside with much of 
scrambling, I found that during my stay in 
the tree the edges of the opening had been 
swollen by the rain, and {t was now an im- 
possibility for me to get out. 

‘*] kicked and stamped, but made no im- 
pression on the tree, and with a groan of de- 
spair I was obliged to give up. When I 
thought the situation over though, it did 
not seam so bad. The road was a public high- 
way, and while travelers were not so fre- 
quent on a rainy day, still some one would 
surely come along before I starved to death, 
and their attention could be easily attracted. 

‘“ As I lay there | suddenly felt a drop of 
water fall on my forehead. It had fallen 
through the opening of the Jimb above. Soon 
there was another, and then a continual 
drop, drop, dropwpon my exposed head. It 
did not seem to. increase or diminish. At first 
I gave it no attention other than to think it 
a decidedly uncomfortable predicament. 
But soon the monotonous dropping caused 
a numbing sensation of the skin. This‘was 
followed by an aching that rapidly epread 
to all parts of my body, 

‘**In vain did I struggle to turn over or to 
relleve my position, but the wet timber held 
me like a vise. I tried to raise my hands to 
my head, but this wasimpossible. The drop, 
drop, drop, inside and out, was the only’ 
sound that broke the stillness. I could not 
rid myself of the delusion that an imp with 
a red-hot iron was boring a hole in my brain. 

‘‘ At last with a final effort to free myself 
and realizing that I was going mad, I gave 
a long shout and all was a blank. When 
I recovered consciousness.I was laying on 
the leaves beside the road and a farmer was 
standing over me.

Marriage License Records Show a 
State of Affairs for the Year Paat 
Unlike Any Other onthe Books— 
Remarkable Falling Off in the Num- 
ber of Marriages, Notwithstanding 
Increased Population—Comparison 
of Figures for the Last Decade.

as during the year just passed. Of the years 
since that time 1896 stands alone in the his- 
tory of marriages. It has defied all rules 
that have been deduced from previous ex- 
perience. It has deviated from the ways of 
_its predecessors and has turned upside down 
all calculations. 

A comparison of the records for last year 
as kept by the marriage license clerk at the 
County Building with those of the years 
previous shows how great this deviation 
has been. 

It is a fact to be drawn from the records, 
however much a matter of merriment it 
may prove, that leap years are more fruit- 
ful of matrimonial ventures than other years. 
Whether this is due to the fact that leap 


“year is traditionally the opportunity for 


discontented spinsters to ask for what they 
want or not is of course simply a matter of 
conjecture. Certain it is,. however, that 
judging from what has been, marriages 
should be more numerous in years whose 
last two figures are divisible by four than in 
those which do not possess this featuré. 
The year 1888 shows on the records an in- 
crease of between 500 and 600 licenses issued 
over 1887, while 1889 shows an increase of 
but little more than.

But the record of the yearly totals does not 
show more than a small! part of the eccen- 
tricity that 1806 has displayed. By the fig- 
uses for a number of years past it is shown 
that there is a fairly well-established con- 
nection between the season and the number 
of licenses issued; that is, certain months 
seem more greatly favored than others by 
those desirous of entering into the holy 
bonds of matrimony. May and June are the 
months chiefly favored by young peoplic em- 
barking on matrimonial ventures, but as a 
general favorite October has long held/ the 

alm. Here again 1896 has departed fro the 
Beaten path. April is not,-under general cir- 
cumstances, considered a month likely to be 
distinguished for the number of licenses is- 
sued. It is regarded as a fair average 
month, but nothing more,,and when April, 
1891, showed a total of 1,369 licenses it was 
announced with some surprise by’ the au- 
thorities that the April record had been 
broken. The year 1896, true to its general 
character, shows a greater number of li- 
eenses recorded during April than in any 
other month in the year except June. Octo- 
ber is obliged to give up its positio1 at the 
head of the list and ‘take third place.

The figures for 1895 give not far.from the 
average proportion in which the numbers 
for the various months commonly run. Feb- 
ruary is a little more favored than is cus- 
tomary, for, as a general thing, it is closer 
to March in, the number of licenses. Both 
February and March are “ off’’ months. In 
the ordinary course of events February of 
a leap year runs to higher figurep than Feb- 
ruary of a common year; at least, this is 
what the records show. If it be taken for 
granted that the jokes on the subject of 
leap-year proposals have some foundation 
of truth, this may perhaps be traced to the 
fact that February is the month in which 
the presence of a leap year becomes appa- 
rent, and a consequent appreciation of the 
opportunity offered is forced upon the at- 
tention of dissatisfied maidens, It is easier, 
however, to lay it to the extra day. 

But besides the remarkable features of 1896 
as a leap year there are others. Leap year 
or common year it might naturally be ex- 
pected that the growth of population would 
bring about a corresponding and more or 
less steady increase in the number of licenses 
issued. Indeed, were there no other in- 
fluences bearing upon the demand for li- 
censes, it would be quite ridiculous to expect 
to find any year with approximately the 
same number issued as another half a de- 
cade later. Yet the figures for 1896;differ 
from those of 1890 by hardly more then 5v0, 
and from those of ten years before by only 
2.500. This taken alone seems almost in- 
explicable, but in connection with the rest 
of the table may be traced to a definite 
cause. ; 

From 1890 to 1898, inclusive, times were 
comparitively “ good.”’ The ‘difficulties of 
1893, while the first evidences of theihusiness 
troubles which have since involved the coun- 
try, were not generally felt by the great mass 
of the people. The yearly returns of 1891 
and 1892 show. prosperity everywhere. It 
is not,. perhaps, wholly complim@htary to

RE TEACHES LANGUAGES BY MAIL. 


Novel Use to Which a New York Pro- 
fessor Has Pat the Edison 
Phenograph. 


—— 


we means of a novel application of the 
phonogaph, New York has become the center 
of a new industry for the study of languages. 
Phonographs loaded with a variety of for- 
eign tongues are now sent out from New 
York to all parts of the country. The man 
who has adapted the phonograph to this 
profession is R. D. Cortina, and he has been 
SO successful that already he has sent out 
over 500 machines, a!l loaded with his in- 
struction and primed with his voice. 

His method is simple. With each phono- 
graph there is sent his text-book. twenty 
loaded cylinders and twenty blank ones. 
Each lesson in the book is arranged in the 
form. of questions and answers. The pupil. 
ready to begin, puts the cylinder of the first 
lesson in the machine, the tubes in his ears 
and starts the phonograph. 

Keeping his eyes on the book, he hears the 
words and phrases repeated, with their 
proper accent, just as if the professor stood 
at his side. There is an additional advantage 
that the lesson can be repeated twenty or a 
hundred times if necessary, until every 
sound. is famillar to the pupil. 

Then, having thoroughly learned these 
sentences, hé puts one of his unused cylin- 
ders in the machine and repeats the lesson. 
In a little paper box the cylinder comes back 
to New York, and at his earliest opportunity 
Mr. Cortina pops it into his own machine. 

At his side is the stenographer. As he 
listens to the lesson repeated back, now 
stepping the phonograph, now starting it 
going again, he dictates his criticism, where 
the pronunciation is wrong, what is right, 
what the mistakes are, and where they have 
been made. The letter and the cylinder go 
back to the pupil, who reads and listens to 
his own voice reproduced. Then, taking up 
the original cylinder once more, he is able to 
tel just where the difference lies.

The Municipal Voters’ League presents 
the records of the Aldermen whose terms 
will expire next April in a way that fir- 
nishes comprehensive information for the 
voting public.

SEARCH FOR DATA FOR CYCLORAMA 
BRINGS OUT FUNNY STORIES. 


| Amusing Memories of Those Who Wit- 


nessed the Destruction of Chicago— 
Where the Fire Is Burning Yet- 
Numerous Persons Wete the Last to 
Cross State Street Bridge and the 
O’Leary Cow Had Many Hornus—Con- 
duct of a Dazed People.

N gathering the date from which to paint 
the cyclorama of the Chicago fire, the 
writer was impressed with the ludicrous 
side of this historic event that made the 
Chicago of tedey possible. Many of these 
incidents have passed from mind, but a few 
of them at this moment are recalled. Among 
other efforts to secure reliable information 
I advertised for the first person who reached 
the incipient blaze in the O'Leary stable on 
DeKoven street. Among many responding 
wassan Irishman of the name of Hoolihan. 
His description was graphic and was punctu- 
ated by the most extravagant gestures. He

“ Doctoring ” of Canceled Checks. 


The bank clerk telephonés back the de- 
sired information, and before long the mes- 
eenger of the gang appears’@t the bank with 
a forged order for the canceled checks and 
the new check-book, which are handed over 
without auestion. The request by ‘phone is 
@ natural one and paves the way for the 
transaction to be carried through without a 
hitch of any kind. Knowing just how much 
money the man has in bank and having 
his old checks to copy from, it is an easy 
matter for the sharpers to make outa bogus 
one for any amount they wish. Frequently 
the old cheeks themselves.are doctored and 
recashed. If théy are made for large 
amounts there is no attempt to change the 
sum, but the dates, serial numbers, and 
**-paid *’ marks are taken out with chemicals 
and new ones written in, and in this shape, 
when the work is cleverly done, there is no 
trouble in passing them. Thereisa practice 
in banking circles of honoring the “‘O. K.”’ 
signature of the maker of a check. Ifa 
stranger presents a check simply drawn to 
his order it is customary to insist upon 
identification before cashing it, but if the 
maker indorses the payee’s signature as 
correct, the money is at once handed out. 
This is one of the things that makes it 
easy for the crooks, as in addition to forging 
the name at the bottom of the check, they 
also forge an indorsement certifying to 
the accuracy of the payee’s signature. 

Tricks to Dupe Smart Men. 


Many ingenious schemes are resorted to 
in efforts to get the signatures of men who 
have money in bank without first telephon- 
ing fdr the return of canceled checks, as the 
names are needed in signing the orders on 
which the paid checks are delivered. One 
stiarper, assuming the guise of a boarding- 
house keeper, wrote toa certain man in Chi- 
eago saying that‘one of her lodgers claimed 
to be his nephew and as he was running up 
quite a bill she wanted to know if he was ail 
right. By the next mail back came the re- 
ply: “The young man is a fraud. Have 
him arrested and prosecuted.” The soughi- 
for name was appended and that afternoon 
it was traced on an order for the return of 
canceled checks and the @élivery of a new 
check book, and the next day a certain bank 
was poorer by $1,500. 

To carry through a big forgery where the 
cash is to be obtained form a bank the serv- 
ices of a nervy “ layer down "’ are essential. 
This “layer down "’ is the man who presents 
the bogus paper at the bank counter and has 
to stand the scrutiny of the teler. If the 
check is gotten up in good shape and the 
man who presents it ‘has a solid and busi- 
ness-like appearance there is little doubt 
about his getting the money, but he must 
have his wits and nerve ready as emergen- 
cies. are Mkely to arise in which the least 
show of hesitation would spoil the job. The 
police tell of one “layer down” who oper- 
ated in Chicago for two years and wae never 
rattled but once. He was in and out of ail 
the principal banks two or three times every 
week, assuming Various disguises to alter 
his looks. His downfall came through the 
carelessness of the penman of the gang, who. 
neglected to add one little word to a signa- 
ture. Before the fraud was discovered he

TIME FOR ANNUAL WARFARE AMONG 
OFFICE BUILDING AGENTS. 


Solicitors Are Instructed to Invade 
Other Buildings, While Directions 
Are Given to Employes at the Same. 
Time to Eject Invaders from. Rival 
Structures—The Business Requires 
Shrewd Men—Bane to the Agent's 
Life, ; 


HIS is the week when the Owner or the 
agent of every -big office building in 
Chicago sits m his private room and 
plans a raid on every other big office 
building in the city. At the same time he 
makes a mental disposition of his force of 
employés so that he may properly ‘instruct 
them how to repel invaders from his own 
The elevator boys conetitute a 
small army of spies, each one to have per- 
mission if his car is empty to leave itatany 
floor when it is necessary to establish com- 
munication with the private policeman who 
is to be the head of the assaulting party 
composed of the janitor and his assistants. 
The agents and the owners are after ten- 
ants for their vacant offices, and they want 
to keep those tenants that they already have. 
It is a case with them of doing unto others 
that which they would not others should do 
unto them, so they have hired corps of s0- 
licitors.who this week will go about and use 
whatever efforts they may to induce tenants 


of other buildings to leave their present | 


abiding places May 1 and betake themselves 
These solicitors get sal- 


aries of $10 a week and the equivalent of one 
month’s rent for every tenant they secure 
for their employer. 


Outlines Plans to’ Sohcitor. 


This week these forces of solicitors will be 
called into the room of the owner, who will 
say something like this: ‘* After May 1 we 
shall have vacant rooms that are fit for 
any known kind of businesg or profession in 
the world, Our offices and stores have north, 
south, east, weet, and sky light.. Also they 
have all conveniences from a bell to: the bar 
to a bootblack on every floor; hot and cold 
water day and night, seap, towels, ‘hair 
brushes and combs, electric and gas lights, 
jaritor service, clean windows, ana rents 
lower than those charged by any other agent 
in the city. Go through every place in,town 
from the Blank Block to the Hyphen Build- 
ing. Let no man escape. war 

‘Those hirelinga. the special pallceman 
anc the janitors, will try to put you. out. 
Don't let them. Ayoid any controversy with 
them if you can, but stand on your rights if 
they attempt to eject you. They have no 
legal right on earth even to order you out, 
let alone lay a hand on you. Stick to your 
job and your prospective tenant, and you 
will land a victim and a fat commission. 


Instructions to the Janitor. 


Then the solicitors will take up their sever- 
al ways and the agent will push a button and 
summon to his room the head of his force 
of building emplcyés. 
general supervision of the building’ and Is 
a special po'iceman by virtue’ of power 
vested in him by the City of Chicago fora 
fee, 

‘* Now, Bill,”” the agent will say, ‘ the 
season is beginning when the _ grasping 
agents all over this town are sending out 
their sharks of solicitors to endeavor to get 
our tenants away from us.

But he is not dependent altogether upon 
chance, The average solicitor knows the 
luncheon hour of every watchman in every 
building of any size in the city... He also 
knows and has noted in. alittle book the time 
when the elevator boys change shifts. He 
also knows the hour when it is.the duty of 
the policeman to report at the agent's office. 

He will get into the building safely nite 
times—and the tenth time, too, for that 
matter—but it is during that tenth visit that 
he runs against a danger of’ which he has 
no means of foreknowledge. There is in ev- 
ery building some tenant who is particular- 
ly well satisfied with his.quarters, who has 
had no row with the janitor, nor with the 
agent—there are such men, though they 
be a rarity—and this man has no thought 
of changing his location.

It is not infrequently the case that the 
leaving of an agent's employ on the t of 
a solicitor will necessitate the dis- 
charge of nearly the whole police, elevator, 
and janitor force of the building. When a 
solicitor has been jn the employ of one agent 
for a long time, he, of course, becomes ac- 
quainted with all the working force of the 
huilting; he “ stande in” with the police- 
man and the elevator boys and the jahitors, 
He has no means and has gone to no 
little expense in the way of tips, cigars, and 
drinks to get into their good graces. 

When some other agent offers him a bigger 
Salary and a higher commission than his 
present employer is willing to give he leaves, 
and instantly ns to prey upon the build- 
ing’ in whose interests he has so long worked. 
Under no circumstance save that of the 
immediate presence of the agent will the 
policeman turn his old-time solicitor friend 
away from the door, nor will the elevator 
boys act as informers. A solicitor under 
these circumstances has also a strong hold 
UPOR the tenants of the building. They all 
know him, and are ready and wiiling to 
Hsten to the tales he has to tell them of the 
superiority of the building for which he is 
now securing rent-payers. The agent be- 
gins to see his tenants slip away from him, 
knows something is wrong, and finally one 
day meets the solicitor in the hall. 

" What are you doing here?’ he says. 

‘Doing exactly what you taught me to 
do, and told me [| had a legal right to do,” 
says the solicitor. 

*“ Get out of here and don't show your facé 
here again,"’ replies the agent. 

Then he discharges his entire building 
force, and thus shuts the barn door after 
one-half his stock has been stolen.

Style of Architecture Unique for Chi- 
cage in Many Respects. 

George W. Maher designed for. J. L. Coch- 
ran his new residence in North State street, 
near North avenue, west front. 

The front is designed in the modern 
French renaissance style, being entirely of 
stone. 

The appearance is one of solidity, with deep 
window and door reveals, conveying strength 
and dign#ty. There is a proper placement 
of stone carving, which is artistically exe- 
cuted, and of a style little used in Chicago. 
The entire front, with its long French win- 
dows, its rich iron balcanies, and other feat- 
ures, marks a new departure in city residence 
architecture, and its the first of its kind built 
here, although in Paris and the capitals of 
Europe the French renaissance is in evi- 
dence and represents their best work.

The room is surround- 
ed with the Moorish arch, ornamented in bas- 
relief and touched up with red, blue, and 
gold. The design of this room is correct to 
a detail. The room abounds in divans, ar- 
mours, and rugs. Following this is a book- 
room designed in the Roman classic style, 
with vaulted domes and semicircular book- 
cases, The dining-rocom follows, which is in 
the Elizabethan style, or English renais- 
sance, with walls paneled high and wall 
space above divided up by wood pilasters, 
with tapestry effects between of an old En- 
glish character. This entire room is in keep- 
ing with the best of that period. Following 
this room is a vaulted passage which leads 
to the breakfast-room, designed in the Flem- 
ish style. The side walls are paneled with 
Flemish oak; ‘*‘ black,’’ ornamental pilasters 
support a plate rack with holds, mugs, and 
delftware. The small transoms are glazed 
with heavily leaded sienna effect roundlet. 

While this entire floor represents different 
schools in architecture they are managed 
so as to be in harmoniousconnection with 
each other.

NEW HOTEL OF THE STUDEBAKERS. 


| Will Be Erected at South Bend Soon 


Aftér Feh. 1. 

The Studebaker Manufacturing company 
will begin the construction of a large hotel in 
South Bend as soon as possible after Feb. 
1, 1897, utilizing the larger portion of a 
quarter of a square which they own on the 
southwest corner of Michigan and Jefferson 
streets, two of the principal thoroughfares 
in the business center of the city. The 
ground is now occupied by brick and frame 
buildings used for years as the carriage 
factory of the company and vacated some 
years ago, when the carriage department 
was consolidated .with the wagon plant in 
the southern part of the city. So far as 
possible the brick buildings will be utilized, 
but no pains will be spared in making the 
hotel one of the finest in the West outside 
of Chicago. The exterior of the proposed 
hotel will be of striking but simple archi- 
tecture. The hotel will be five stories high, 
surmounted by a tower. The frontage on 
Michigan street will be 198 feet and that on 
Jefferson 120 feet. The first@loor will have 
five store rooms, one of them fronting on 
Jefferson. street and the others fronting on 
Michigan. The main entrance to the hotel 
will be from a portico on Michigan street. 
The lobby will be 50x64 feet, and back of it 
will be the public and private offices, writing 
room, barber shop,.toilet and check room. 

The second floor. will have a large recep- 
tion hall and suite of parlors, the dining- 
room, the ordinary, the kitcheg, and the 
pastry kitchen. The third floor will con- 
tain forty-seven chambers, a linen room, 
etc. The fourth and fifth stories will each 
contain chambers, bath-rooms, etc. 

The hotel will have on all of its floors 154 
sleeping-rooms. A, number of the sleeping- 
rooms will be provided with baths. There 
will be one large passenger elevator and one 
freight elevator, and all supplies and baz- 
gage will enter the building from a court 
in the rear. The hotel will be lighted with 
both electricity and gas and heated by 
steam. The building will be practicaliy 
fireproof. Three staircases and three fire 
escapes will be provided from the second 
floor up. The hotel rooms on the first floor 
will be floored with ornamental tile, as wiil 
the dining-room, which will be two storics 
high, lighted from a skylight, and provided 
with a music balcony over the main en- 
trance.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


Buildings Planned and Under Way In 
and About Chicago. 

Work is in progress on the new building 
of the Fair in State street, at the northwest 
corner of Adams street, which will cost 
$1,000,000. The new structure has been fully 
described in THE TRIBUNE, and. will cor- 
respond in detail to the present building of 
the company at the northeast corner of 
Dearborn and-Adams streets. Thethree ad- 
ditional stories for the Royal Insurance com- 
pany’s building are in course of construc- 
tion. The hood protecting the front of the 
McCormick Building in State street, which 
is undergoing extensive repairs, was re- 
moved last week, displaying what is regard- 
ed as the finest store front in State street. 
The effect with the use of white terra cotta 
relieved with gold is rich and harmonious. 
The interior will be equally as effective 


when completed. 

Mrs. Fannie J. Clifton. will build a three- 
story apartment house at Nos. 6429 and §431

Napoleonic relics which opened with 

a reception on New Year’s day is a 

particularly interesting one. The col- 
lection of fifty-seven antique cashmere 
shawls is. loaned »y Joseph Longworth of 
Cincinnatiand the Napoleonic relicsare from 
the collections of Erskine M. Phelps and 
J. A’ Edwards of this city, and consist of 
oil paintings, prints, medals, statuary, 
clocks, furniture, porcelain, and other ob- 


jecte which bear some relation to Napoleon. 

The collection of Mr. Phelps was com- 
menced with a painting by Stueben, which 
was presented to him by a friend eight 
years ago. This picture shows Napoleon 
and his son, the King of Rome, and was exe- 
cuted for Prince Demidoff. Another paint- 
ing loaned by Mr. Phelps is one of Napoleon 
in Egypt, which came from New Orleans 
and was serving in the humble capacity of 
cover of a flour barrel when reclaimed. A 
cast of Canova’s bust of Napoleon is one of 
the rare features. of Mr. Phelps’ part of the 
collection: Ne casts are now allowed to 
be made of the original. This one was 
bought from_an old monk in the Carrara 
Mountains. ere aré numerous clocks in 
the collection, most of them ornamented 
with figures of the Emperor, and one is said 
to have stopped at the hour of Napoleon’s 
death, after the fashion of the Indiana 
clock which stopped at siXteen minutes to 
l in the heat of the late free silver agita- 
tion. Some Sevres china and two chairs of 
the period of Napoleon are from the Palace 
of Versailles. A bronge reproduction of 
Vela's statue of the dying Kmperor is also 
of interest. 

In the portion of the collection loaned 
by Mr. Edwards is a portrait by Koeller, 
in the original frame, which was presented 
to Prof. Boughwritie of the University of 
Heidelburg by Napoleon in consideration 
for his assistance in the compilation of the 
Code Napoleon. It is a replica painted by 
order of Napoleon of a portrait in Fontaine- 
bleau and wes purchased from the daughter 
of the professor. 

Among the engravings and prints there are 
several which are exceedingly rare, notably 
a portrait by Appiani of Bonaparte as First 
Consul, of whichAhere are but two in this 


St. Helena+by Gourgand; another showing 
the three’ Consuls, Bonaparte, Cambaceres, 
and Lebrun; and one by Hilaire de Dru 
drawn in color and representing ‘ Buona- 
parte’”’ in Italy. 

Mr. Edwards’ collection of medals com- 
memorating various events in the iife of 
Napoleoh is..a large and .interesting one. 
Some of pgrticular interest are those show- 
ing Napoleon, Francis I., his: Queen, and 
Marie Louise; Murat, King of Naples and 
Sicily; Napoleon with the iron crown of 
Lombardy. an@ Marie Louise; the three Con- 
suls, and those commemorating the death 
of Lannes, the Duke of Montebello; and the 
marriage of Marie Louise.

Certain climatic in- 
fluences @xisting in that country are ac- 
countable for this. In no other region did 
thé woo) attain the samé degree of softness 


|} and fineness: - - 


"The greatest care was employed in the 
preparation of the wool. Coarse hairs were 
carefully separated from it, and in washing 
soap was never used, but rice water. The 
finest wool was reserved for the center of 
the shawl, the second grade was dyed for 
use in the border, and the coarsest reserved 
for the embroidered figures and flowers 
where a raised appearance was aimed at. 

The principal dyes now used for reds.are 
cochineal and logwood and for blues indigo 
and coloring matter extracted from Euro- 
pean broadcloths. The warps most com- 
monly employed are one plain thread out 
of two and one twilled out of four. Two 
persons are employed for the weaving, one 
throwing the shuttle as far as possible 
across the loom and the other forwarding 
it to the opposite side and returning it. 
When the fabric is made the designs are 
worked out in detail with needles. 

One of the chief features of the designs 
is the cone-shaped ornament called the 
butha, which is a generic name for flower. 
They are either erect or curved and consist 
of a base of leaves, a swelling body, and a 
head, : 

The introduction of these shawls in Eu- 
rope dates from the invasion of Egypt by 
Napoleon, They became immediately popu- 
lar, and it is said that Josephine possessed 
over 400 of them. 

Some of the white shawls in the collection 
on- exhibition were formerly owned by her. 
One striped one is old and a duplicate of one 
draped upon the tomb of ‘the Sultana of 
Suleman the Magnificent.

Moreover, it is very doubtful whether the 
Florentine correspondence could be incor- 
porated with any good result in the pages 
of a work that has become stereotyped;

and the coldness of his coloring will always 
rob him of the interest which his great con- 
temporaries arouse so easily. But as a 
creator of statues he stands absolutely 
alone. His art in the hewing of marble re- 
veals all the wide difference between Greece 
and Florence. It is worth while reading 
Grimm’s life if only to appreciate his master- 
ly handling of this subject. There is no one, 
probably, who takes an interest in art who 
has not at one-time or another considered 
the difference between a Phidias and a 
Michael Angelo, and many may have 
thought upon the subject just as Grimm 
does, but there are few who have expressed 
it so clearly. The reason for the wonderful
